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INTRODUCTION 


There has been a customs union between Luxembourg and Belgium 
since 1921, except for the period 1940-1944, when Luxembourg 

was annexed by Germany. In 1960, Belgium and Luxembourg joined 
the Netherlands in the BENELUX economic union which replaced the 
1948 BENELUX Customs Union. Both countries are also members of 
the European Economic Community. 


The Belgium and Luxembourg market offers the potential of 

10 million of some of the world*s most affluent consumers. 
Average per capita GNP for Belgium in 1969 was $2,500. Luxem- 
bourg enjoys the highest standard of living in the Common 
Market. In 1969, her GNP per capita was $3,300. 


1969 was a year of strong economic activity in Belgium and 
Luxembourg. The GNP increased by a real 6% in Belgium which 
corresponds to the high EEC average, and exports rose by 23%. 
Growth in 1970 is expected to be much quieter. Thus the GNP 
is expected to increase by between 4.5% and 5% and exports by 
between 10% and 15% in the case of Belgium, and Luxembourg's 
GNP should grow by about 4%. 


The economy at present is characterised by a very high utilization 
of productive capacity and a very tight labour market. The 
government is concerned at the inflationary tendencies of such 
conditions and has taken a number of measures to prevent over- 
heating of the economy. Thus export rebates have been cut, the 
bank reserve requirements have been raised, consumer credit terms 
have been tightened, and the introduction of value-added taxation 
has been postponed because of its anticipated inflationary effects. 


The social tension between the Flemish and French language groups 
in Belgium persists. Strong separatist movements have appeared in 
both areas together with demands of greater autonomy for their 
respective languages. The government proposes a more decentralized 
system of administration which may go some way towards improving 
the situation. 


The value of imports by Belgium and Luxembourg rose by 20% in 

1969 and were worth $10.6 billion. Thus about 44% of BLEU 
expenditures go on imports. It is expected that imports will rise 
by 10% in 1970. 


There would appear to be very good export opportunities for 
Ontario manufacturers of many finished goods in the BLEU market. 
At present the bulk of Canadian exports to Belgium and Luxembourg 
consist of foodstuffs, wood products and minerals. Canada sells 
a wide range of secondary manufactured products to BLEU but the 
volume and the value of these exports is normally very small. 
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Among the products which could do well in the Belgium and 
Luxembourg markets are industrial gas equipment, equipment 

for combatting air and water pollution, advanced electronic 
devices, communications equipment, packaging and handling equip- 
ment, control and measuring instruments will continue to be in 
demand especially by the steel mills, electric power companies, 
and petroleum and chemical industries. 


It should be remembered that a business approach is always 
needed and marketing methods must always be tailored to exacting 
requirements. Belgium and Luxembourg comprise one of the most 
competitive, sophisticated and rewarding markets in the world. 


The Belgian government is currently placing emphasis on attract- 
ing foreign investments with a high technology input and is 
particularly interested in stimulating joint ventures and 
licencing agreements. In Luxembourg the government is concerned 
with diversifying the economy. The Industrial Development Board 
has been revived and a vigorous industrial promotion campaign 
has been launched.

Geography and Climate 


Belgium and Luxembourg are situated in north west Europe and 
are bounded by the Netherlands, Germany, France and the North 
Sea. They have a combined area of 12,770 square miles of which 
Luxembourg accounts for 1,000 square miles. 


The area may be divided into the following natural regions: 


(a) The Flemish Plain 
(b) Central Belgium 
(c) The Ardennes 


Belgium is a bilingual state. The northern half of Flanders, 
is basically Flemish speaking while the south, Walloonia, is 
French speaking. Brussels which lies geographically in the 

Flemish half of the country is predominantly French speaking. 


In Belgium the five largest cities account for two fifths of 
the population. Brussels, the capital and largest urban 
centre has a population of 1.1 million. The other principal 
cities are Antwerp (900,000), Liege (625,000), Charleroi 
(470,000), and Ghent (470,000). 


Luxembourg'’s capital is Luxembourg city which has a population 
of 80,000. 


The principal rivers are the Meuse, the Sambre, the Scheldt 
and the Lys. 


Approximately 64% of Belgium's total land area is used for 
agriculture or hoticulture, 18% is forested and 17% is used 
for urban and industrial uses. Luxembourg is mainly forested. 


The climate is temperate and maritime. Belgium experiences 
comparatively mild winters and fresh summers. Brussels has a 
mean temperature of 65°F in summer and 37°F in winter. 


Rainfall comes mainly in the spring and summer. The average 
rainfall -1S 8-745, inches. 


In the Ardennes, the climate is less affected by the softening 
influence of the nearness of the sea and the temperatures are 
consequently apt to be lower. 


Human Resources 


Belgium had a population of 9.65 million in 1969 and Luxembourg 
337,000. Belgium's population density of 820 pe-square mile is 
second only to that of the Netherlands in the world. 


Both French and Flemish are official languages in Belgium. 
About 55% of the population speaks Flemish; 45% speaks French. 
In Luxembourg French is the official language and German a 
second language. The majority religion of the population in 
both countries is Roman Catholicism. ~ 
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Belgium's labour force exceeds 3.75 million of whom 28% are 
women. Of this total 5% are in agriculture, forestry and 
fishing 46% in manufacturing, mining, energy and construction, 
7% in transport and communications and 41% in commerce and 
services.

The labour force in Luxembourg totals 139,000 virtually all of 
whom were employed. About 14,500 people work in agriculture and 
about 46,000 in industry, over half of them in the iron and steel 
works and iron ore mining. 


Education is compulsory in Belgium to the age of sixteen. There 
are two state universities. Ghent and Liege, and also two non- 
state universities: Brussels and Louvain. There are also a 
number of technical, commercial arts and agricultural colleges. 
Luxembourg has no university. Students wishing to pursue advanced 
studies go out of the country, normally to France, Belgiun, 
Switzerland or West Germany. 


Constitution and Government 


a) Luxembourg: The Grand Duchy is a hereditary constitutional 
monarchy, Ea legislative powers vested in the elected Chamber 
of Deputies and executive power vested theoretically in the 
Grand Duke. In practice the executive authority is exercised 
by his chosen ministers. The present ruler is the Grand Duke 
Jean. 


The government consists of a coalition of Social-Christians 
and Liberals under the Prime Minister M. Pierre Werner. 
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b) Belgium: Since 1830 Belgium has been a constitutional 
monarchy. he present monarch is King Baudouin. 


The legislative power is vested in the King, the Senate and 
the Chamber of Representatives. The Senators are partly 
democratically elected and partly appointed to serve four 
year terms. Members of the Chamber of Representatives are 
all elected by universal sufferage for a period of four years. 


The executive power is exercised through the Prime Minister. 
Governments in Belgium are normally coalitions. The three 

main parties are the Social Christians, the Socialists, and the 
party of Liberty and Progress. The present government consists 
of a coalition of the Social Christians and Socialists under the 
Social Christian Prime Minister M. Eyskens. 


Belgium is divided for administrative purposes into nine provinces. 
The provinces are subdivided into 41 ‘arondissement! or adminis- 
trative districts. Each province is administered by a governor, 
and the districts by a district commissioner. 


The judicial power is exercised independently through the courts 
and tribunals. The major judicial bodies are the Courts of 
Assises of which there are one per province, the Courts of Appeal 
in Brussels and the Court of Cassation which is the supreme 
judicial power. 
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STRUCTURE OF THE ECONOMY 


1. 


General: 


Belgiumts economy is dependent to a large extent on foreign trade. 

A small country, with a relatively small market of 9.6 million 
consumers, and one not overly endowed with raw materials, Belgium 

ee used to good advantage an exceptionally favourable geographical 
ocation. 


The GNP in 1969 was $24.3 million about 45%o0f the GNP was ex- 
ported and about 44% of gross national expenditures were spent on 
imports. In 1969 apout 21% of gross national expenditures con- 
sisted of private consumption, 14% was public consumption and 21% 
was gross fixed investment. The share of private consumption has 
declined from 68% in 1963 while the share of public consumption 
has risen from 13% in 1963.

The Belgium economy is dominated by a few concerns, whose interests 
reach into almost every sector of industry, finance and trade, and 
which wield enormous power. Measures requiring more detailed 
public disclosures of their affairs have been recently proposed. 
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The Luxembourg.economy is based on the iron and steel 
industry which provides 55% by value of all industrial 
production. There is great need to develop a more viable 
economy, and one that is much less dependent on fluctuations 
in steel exports. Chemicals are the country's second largest 
industry and will certainly become more important in the 
future. In recent years Luxembourg has become increasingly 
important as an active European financial centre. 


a Agriculture 


In Belgium agricultural production contributes some 5% of the 
GNP and gives employment to 5% of the total labour force. 
Belgium is about 80% self sufficient in foodstuffs. Imports 
of food come mainly from the Netherlands and France, but 
imports from West Germany have been increasing. 


Livestock production is the most important agricultural 
sector accounting for some two thirds of the value. The 
production and export of dairy products is important. In 
1969 there were 2.8 million cattle, 2.6 million pigs and 22 
million’ poultry. 


Cereal production too is important. Principal cereals include 


wheat, barley and oats. Other major crops include sugar 
beets, potatoes, sugar beets and fodder beets.

Horticulture and market gardening are rapidly expanding and 
activities concentrate on the production of fruit, early 
vegetable and flowers. 


Mechanisation of agriculture is still continuing in Belgium. In 
the past decade the number of tractors has doubled to 90,000 
and the number of combine harvesters has tripled to 8,000. 


Government action to improve the farm structure in Belgium has 
so far made little progress. The average size of farm is still 
about 25 acres and is divided in 6 or 7 parcels of land.

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Forests cover about 20% of Belgium's land area. The 
country is a net importer of forest products. 


Luxembourg's agriculture is characterised by small farms 
which are often fragmented. However, efforts are being 
made to consolidate and enlarge holdings. 


Luxembourg is 90% self sufficient in agricultural 
production. Over one third of the farm area is devoted 
to cereals, mainly wheat and oats. Milk and pork are the 
principal livestock products. Luxembourg produces high 
quality wines. 


Agriculture accounts for 11% of Luxembourg's working 
population. However agriculture and forestry contribute 
less than 5% of the country's GNP 


~ Mining 


Coal is the only mineral of consequence in Belgium. Coal 
production has been declining since the peak output of 

30 million tons in 1955. Only 13.2 million tons were 
mined in 1969, 


Coal is mined in five basins in Belgium: the Borinage, 

the Central Basin, Charleroi, Liege and the Campine. 

Though the mines are privately owned the industry is super- 
vised by the Government "Directoire) which can intervene in 
operations. 


Other minerals worked in Belgium include iron, lead, zinc, 
copper, manganese and phosphates. 


Luxembourg has vast reserves of minette iron ore. These 
constitute an extension of the Lorraine deposits of France. 
Iron ore production is about 7 million tons. This meets 
about 45% of the requirements of Luxembourg's steel industry. 
Exports of ore are very small, mainly to Belgium. Imports 
of tron ore come principally from France.

Industry 


Belgium has an old established economy with manufacturing 
accounting for nearly a third of the GNP. 


Belgium is crossed by two main industrial belts: The 
Antwerp-Brussels-—Charleroi axis runs from north to south, 
and the Mons-Charleroi-Liege axis runs from east to west. 


Old established industries,especially iron and steel, non 
ferrous metals, textiles and heavy engineering predominate. 
However, the growth areas such as oil refining, chemicals 
and consumer goods are now of major importance. 


The government has encouraged new industries in the 
development areas via direct grants, low interest loans, 
and tax exemptions. Foreign investments especially have 


- been attracted by these incentives. 


Iron and Steel Industry: This comprises about 23 companies, 
employs 60,000 workers and supplies 20% to 25% of total 
exports. After Luxembourg, Belgium has the highest per capita 
steel production in the world. tn 1969 Belgium produced 

12.8 million tons of crude steel which represents a threefold 
increase in the past twenty years. Finished steel production 
is divided almost equally between flat products and merchant 
steels. The factories are concentrated in Liege and Hainault 
provinces. 


Metal Fabricating Industries: This industry consists of a 
very varied group of companies with a labour force of 380,000 
and a total output which accounts for 8% of the GNP. Nearly 
half of the industry's output is exported. 


The major sector is automobile assembly and component 
manufacture. Machinery, machine tools, and consumer durables 
are also important. 


Textiles: The Belgian textile industry specializes in high 
grade textiles. This industry is second only to the metal 
industry in terms of employment and export sales. Apart 
from flax and man-made fibres all raw materials must be im- 
ported. Small family concerns are in the majority in the 
industry. Almost 50% of production is exported. 


Chemicals: Much of the development in the chemical industry 
has been associated with the growth of petroleum refining 
around Antwerp. The entire chemical industry employs about 
80,000 people. The plastics sector is one of the major growth 
areas of the economy, 
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Glass: Belgium is the leading exporter of flat glass in 
the world. Production and exports of crystal are also important. 


Construction Industry: This has been expanding rapidly. 
emand for construction materials remains strong. The 
output of plywood and panelling for example has risen 80% 


in five years. Belgium is the largest exporter of cement 
in the world. 


Diamonds: The diamond industry is located mainly in Antwerp, 
the world's largest single cutting centre. 


Brewing: Belgium has the ninth largest brewing industry 
in the world. 7% of production is exported principally to 
the EEC. 


In Luxembourg the iron and steel industry which accounts for 
55% of the value of industrial production, and the chemical 
industry (14%) are the two most important manufacturing 
sectors. Food processing is also important. In 1969 in- 
dustrial production grew by 13%. 


Luxembourg has large deposits of domestic iron ore. However, 
the steel industry is finding it necessary to use an in- 
creasing volume of imported ores. Luxembourg produces about 
4.5 million tons of crude iron, 4.8 million tons of crude steel 
and 3.7 million tons of rolled steel. 


In 1969 Luxembourg started a drive to attract foreign invest- 
ment and achieve a more diversified economic structure. 


In recent years Luxembourg has become the headquarters of 
many international companies. 


Public Utilities 

a) Pnerey: The chief Belgian fuel source has traditionally 
been coal. However, over the past decade coal has declined 
in relative importance due to the substitution of oil. 


Belgium has no domestic production of petroleum, and crude oil 
must be imported. 


Calculated in terms of coal equivalent. The gross consumption 
of primary energy in Belgium amounts to:

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While coal and oil are the staple forms of primary energy, 
a growing proportion of the total reaches the energy user 
as electricity. Electricity production was 28.8 billion 
kwh in 1969. Some two thirds of the electricity generated 
comes from coal, 25% from oil and 7% from gas. Belgium has 
little in the way of utilizable hydro-electric resources. 


Belgium shares a nuclear power station with France at Chooz 
on the frontier. Two large nuclear power stations should be 
operational by 1975. 


In Iuxembourg over 40% of the countryts electricity comes 
from hydro sources. Electricity production in 1969 was 2.2 
billion kwh. 


b) Transportation: 


. Belgium has one of the world's densest railway networks. 
There are 2,780 miles of track of which one quarter are 
electrified. Virtually all the track belongs to the state 
railways. Both railway passenger and freight traffic has 
been declining in the past decade. 


Inland waterways are vitally important to the economy and 
have been carrying more goods than the railways since 1960. 
There are about one thousand miles of navigable rivers and 
canals. The important inland waterways are the Sambre-—Meuse, 
the Albert Canal, the Brabant Canals, and the waterways of 
the upper Scheldt Basin. 


Belgium has a good highways system. There are 6,000 miles 
of state roads with 200 miles of freeways. In 1969 Belgium 
had 1.9 million passenger cars and Luxembourg has 100,000 
passenger vehicles. 


Antwerp is one of the world's major ports and the second 
most important in Europe, after Rotterdam. Other ports are 
Zeebrugge and Ghent. Much of the goods traffic is in transit 
to inland West European destinations. 


Belgiumts national airline is Sabena and was formed in 1923. 
Luxair is Luxembourg's national airline. 


c) Communications 


International and domestic telegraph and telephone services 
are operated by government agencies in both Belgium and 
Luxembourg and are well developed. There were 1.9 million 
telephones in 1969 in Belgium and about 100,000 in Luxembourg. 
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The Belgian National Radio Service operates radio and 
television broadcasting. The service is financed from 
annual licence fees. There were 2 million TV sets in 
use and 3.3 million radios in Belgium at the end of 1969. 


Luxembourg has about 50,000 TV sets and about one quarter 
of a million radios in use. 


Finance 


a) Money and Banking 


In addition to being joined in an economic union, Belgium 
and Luxembourg also form a monetary union. 


In both Belgium and Luxembourg the unit of currency is the 
franc and in both cases one franc equals two cents (U.S.) 


. Belgium currency is legal tender in the Grand Duchy and 


circulates freely at par with Luxembourg bank notes. 


Belgium has followed an orthodox monetary policy. The 
Belgian franc has ranked as a hard currency and depreciation 
in its value has been minor compared with those of other 
countries. In 1969 the Belgian franc maintained its parity 
despite the French devaluation and the German revaluation. 
Both countries are important trading partners of BLEU. 


The central bank for Belgium and Luxembourg is the Banque 
Nationale de Belgique which works with the Treasury and 
Finance Ministry in each country. The Banque Nationale was 
founded in 1850 originally as a joint stock institution. 
Itts directors are appointed by the government but the bank 
retains a large degree of autonomy although the government 
now holds 50% of the stock. 


Other public financial institutions include: 


(a) Societe Nationale de Credit a LtIndustrie (SNCI) - 
is an official body which extends long and medium 
term credits to private enterprises. 


(b) Societe Nationale d*Investissement (SNI) - was 
established to participate in the equity capital 
of new investments. 


(c) Office des Cheques Postaux - is the government run 
postal chequing system which is very widely used in 
Belgium. 


Belgium has over 80 commercial banks. The largest commercial 
banks are:

These banks are closely associated with leading industrial 
and finance corporations. 


Luxembourg maintains a monetary and fiscal policy independent 
of that of Belgium. It will conform these policies as far 
as possible with those of Belgium, but reserves the right to 
pursue its own methods of applying monetary policy. 


Legislation introduced in Luxembourg, favourable to the 
establishment of holding companies,has resulted in the 
steady growth in the number registered in Luxembourg. These 
are now an important source of invisible earnings. 


b) Stock Exchanges 


The principal stock exchange is in Brussels and less im- 
portant exchanges function in Antwerp, Liege and Ghent. 


c) Foreign Investment in BLEU 


Belgium Necessitated originally by unemployment, particularly 
in mining regions, the vigorous campaign to lure foreign in- 
vestors is now based on a desire to achieve industrial 
diversification, economic expansion and a better competitive 
position in the Common Market. 


Total new foreign investment between 1959 and 1968 amounted 
to $1.6 billion of which 70% came from the U.S. The bulk of 
foreign investments in Belgium in the past decade have taken 
place in metallurgy (33%) and chemicals (48%). 


There is no foreign investment approval system and most 
investments and expansions can be made without official scrutiny. 
However, to obtain government guarantees for future authorization 
to remit profits and repatriate capital at the official rate 

of exchange, application should be made to the Belgian-Luxembourg 
Exchange Institute when investment is made. 


Foreign companies planning to acquire Belgium firms through a 
public take-over bid of Belgian listed stock are required to 
obtain approval of the Ministry of Finance. The specific aim 
of the new law is to prevent the possibility of foreign take- 
overs of Belgian companies deemed of vital importance to the 
economy. 
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Permission must be obtained from the government to open 

a department store, engage in road transport, produce or 
sell certain food items, cut and polish diamonds, sell 
firearms and ammunition and open various small retail stores. 


There are several types of local company forms but the Nsociéte 
anonyme" (SA), the equivalent of a corporation, is by far the 
one most commonly used by foreigners. A sweeping reform of 
Boar aes a antiquated company law will possibly go into effect 
in 1970. 


Luxembourg: The government is showing renewed interest in 
attracting foreign investment to Luxembourg as a means of 
diversifying the economy. Among measures introduced in 1968 
is one creating an agency capable of financing 100% of a 
foreign investor's project if it brings in advanced technology 
and know how. 


The establishment of a foreign owned plant is governed by 
exactly the same regulations as the establishment of a locally 
owned plant. 


There is no field legally closed to foreign investors or in 
which the percentage of foreign investment is restricted in any 
Way 


The two main corporate vehicles in Luxembourg are the corporation 


(SA) or the limited liability company (SaRL). 
Tourism 


In 1969 a total of five and a half million tourist nights were 
spent in Belgium. The majority of visitors come from the U.K. 
followed by France, Germany, the Netherlands and the U.S. 


eal Taya over three quarters of a million tourists came 
in 1969. 


Tourism, however, shows a net and increasing deficit on the 
balance of payments accounts of the two countries. In 1969 
the deficit was $130 million which is 50% greater than in 1965. 
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FOREIGN TRADE 


a) Structure of Foreign Trade 


Belgium and Luxembourg form a customs and economic union. 

The trade and payments accounts of the two countries are 
amalgamated. Bleu is the world's leader in trade per capita. 
In 1969 45% of the GNP of the two countries was exported and 
44% of national expenditures went on imports. 


In 1969 Bleu exports were worth $10.9 billion, a 24% increase 
over the $8.8 billion in 1968. There has been a very rapid 
expansion in exports over the past two years resulting for the 
first time in a trade surplus in 1969.

In 1969 Bleu imports were worth $10.6 billion. This is an 
increase of 15% over the 1968 total. However, the rate of 
increase of imports slowed in 1969 from the 19% in 1968. 


Belgium and Luxembourg are members of the European Economic 
Community along with the Netherlands, France, Germany and 
Italy. Bleu trades mainly with these common market partners. 
Since the inception of the EEC an ever increasing percentage 
of Bleuts trade has been with these countries. In 1969 67% 
of Bleu exports went to the other EEC countries, an even higher 
percentage than the 64% in 1968. In 1969 52% of her imports 
came from her common market partners. Efta takes about 11% 
of Bleu exports and provides 11% of imports. The U.S. is the 
other major trading partner with a 7% share of exports and 
imports in 1969. 


Belgium-Luxembourg is essentially an importer of foodstuffs, 
fuel and raw materials and an exporter of semi-finished 
products and manufactured goods. 
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Mineral fuel imports account for 9% of the import total. 
Minerals and textile fibres are the two major raw material 
import categories. Principal foodstuffs imports consist 
of cereals, fruit and vegetables and coffee, tea etc. As 
with all industrialized countries, Belgium is both an 
exporter and an importer of machinery and transport equip- 
ment. These two items together account for over one fifth 
of the import value. 


Exports of machinery and transport equipment from Belgium 
and Luxembourg represent 21% of the total value of exports. 
Iron and Steel products and non ferrous metal exports to- 
gether account for 23%. Textiles, chemicals and exports 
of precious stones are also important. 


b) Description of BLEU's Exports 


In 1969 Bleu exports reached a record $10.9 billion which

Machinery and transport equipment exports account for 21% 

of total BLEU exports. The major item in this category are 
road motor vehicles, especially to Germany and Holland. ~ 
Basic manufactures account for 54% of total exports. Major 
items include textiles, glass, diamonds and iron and steel. 
Another major category is chemical exports, including exports 
of plastics and fertilizers. 


Among the miscellaneous manufactured goods (which contribute

General: 


Canada has a most favoured nation trade agreement with 
Belgium and Luxembourg. 


In 1969 Canadian sales to Belgium and Luxembourg (BLEU) 
decreased by 9% from the 1968 value to $116 million. 
This was well under the record $128 million of 1965. 
Canada supplied 1.1% of total BLEU imports. In 1969 
Canada imported goods to the value of $60.9 million.

There has been no steady increase in Canadian exports to 
BLEU or in Canadian imports from BLEU over the past five 
years. Exports have varied between $100 million and $130 
million whereas imports have been about half these values. 
The trade balance is therefore strongly in Canadats favour. 


The first four months of 1970 Canadian exports to Belgium 
and Luxembourg are a phenomenal 70% up on the comparable 
1969 value, whereas imports from BLEU show an 8% decrease. 


The pattern of trade with BLEU is not expected to change 
drastically in the near future. The bulk of Canadian 
exports will consist of industrial raw materials and basic 
fodistuffs, while Canadian imports from Belgium and 
Luxembourg will largely be industrial and manufactured 
products.

In 1969 Ontario exported goods to BLEU worth $24.8 million. 
This represented 21% of the Canadian total for the year. In 
1968 Ontario exports to Belgium and Luxembourg were worth 
$28.9 million and in 1967, $15.2 million. Ontario exports 
consist in the main of: unmilled cereals, copper in ores, 
precious metals, zinc ores and concentrates, woodworking 
machinery, road motor vehicles and parts, oilseeds and nuts.

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Market Potential for Ontario and Canadian Exports 


The Canadian exporters should look beyond the traditional 
items such as minerals, metals and agricultural and forest 
products and note that BLEU represents a substantial low- 
tariff market for manufactured products and consumer goods. 


There are good prospects for sales of specialised, labor- 
saving industrial machinery, sophisticated electronic equip- 
ment, airport and aerospace equipment, building materials, 
scientific and medical equipment, and leisure equipment. 


A major feature of the current expansion in BLEU has been 
the massive investment in capital goods and industrial 
machinery to update plant equipment and modernize pro- 
duction methods. Performance, delivery and service are 
important selling factors here as well as price and the 
potential is good for penetration by Canadian manufacturers. 


Opportunities for exports of suitable plant and machinery 
are likely to be found throughout the whole range of Belgian 
industry. 


In selling consumer goods to Belgium and Luxembourg more 
important perhaps than the product itself is the attitude 

of the exporter. BLEU is not a market in which a product 

can normally gain immediate acceptance and attract substantial 
sales. The firms which are most successful in the market are 
those which have the determination and the patience to start 
with small sales and nurse the market along. 
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COMMERCIAL AND TRADE POLICY 


l. Foreign Trade Policy 


The Belgium-Luxembourg Economic Union has followed a liberal 
outward looking trade policy reflecting its heavy dependence 
on foreign markets and foreign suppliers. BLEU has con- 
sistently encouraged the removal of trade restrictions by all 
countries in the post war years. 


Belgium and Luxembourg together with the Netherlands are 
partners in the Benelux Economic Union. The Benelux 
countries, France, West Germany, and Italy are members of the 
European Communities i.e. the European Coal and Steel 
Community, the European Economic Community and the European 
Atomic Energy Community. 


BLEU is also deeply committed to other international and 
regional organizations designed to further international and 
economic cooperation including the GATT, OECD, IMF and the UN 
Economic Commission for Europe. 


The Common External Tariff (CXT) of the European Common Market 
constitutes the Belgium-Luxembourg tariff. 


Most raw materials enter Belgium duty free or at rates seldom 
in excess of 3% (ad valorem). Rates on semi finished products 
range from 4-12% and on finished products from 6-24%. The 
CXT rates on agricultural products vary with the commodity. 


Most duties are ad valorem duties levied on the basis of a 
Tnormal price’ which includes all costs, charges and expences 
incidental to the sale and delivery in BLEU but does not in- 
clude duties and taxes levied by the importing country. 


Import and export licences are not required for most goods.About one 
fifth of imports are subject to license requirements, as are 

all goods from communist countries but normally this does not 

mean that restrictions are applied. 


There are no free ports or zones in Belgium. However, liberal 
provisions for storing and repacking in warehouses are in 
effect, as well as temporary free admission for further 
manufacture. Products can be stored in bonded warehouses 
without being subject to customs duties and taxes. 


2. Marketing Channels 


The distributive sector in Belgium is characterised by the 
existence of a large number of small family businesses. There 
is about one shop for every 40 people as opposed to one per 
150 inhabitants in Canada. 
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This multitude of small shops constitutes an economic 
and a social problem. Since the legislation limiting 
multiple stores was scrapped in 1961 there has been a 
revival in the distributive field with the spread of 
supermarkets, superettes and self service stores. 


The large distributors are realising that their planning 
should be done not only on a national scale but also on 

a European scale. Most have been cooperating with foreign 
firms within the framework of the Intercontinental Group 
of Multiple Stores or the International Association of 
Multiple Stores. 


Even the largest establishments in the distributive 
sector recognise the need for mergers in order to attain 
optimum scale.

Canadian exporters of consumer goods cannot hope to touch 
the great mass of independent retailers without an inter- 
mediary such as an importer-wholesaler or a commission agent. 
However, good agent and import distributors are at a premium 
and will normally demand exclusivity without giving the same 
attention initially to new representations as to their 
established lines. 


The alternative is direct sales to the large stores and 
chains. However, here the problem is that the type of 
product that might be sold to the large retailer may not be 
the product which can be sold to the small retailer - the 
latter tending to be more conservative and less innovative. 


3. Agency Agreements 


In Belgium, only Belgian law is applicable to the principal- 
agent relation; choice of law clauses are not recognized. 


The law of July 21, 1961 indicates that indefinite term 
exclusive agency agreements may not be terminated except for 
"failure of one of the parties to meet its obligations." 
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To validly terminate the agreement due notice of 
termination must be served and a fair indemnity 
agreed by the parties. In the absence of agreement 
by the parties the amount of compensation will be 
set by a court. 


Under the Civil Code definite term agreements whether 
exclusive or non exclusive terminate on the expiration 
date of the agreement. Premature termination of a 
definite term agreement makes a party liable for damages 
except for a termination based on just cause. In that 
case notice of termination must be served on the agent. 


Licensing, Patents, Trade Marks 
a) Licensing 


In both Belgium and Luxembourg no approval is needed for 
licenscing agreements and royalties and fees may be 
remitted freely. 


EEC law prohibits restrictions on export territory of 
the licensee, as far as the Common Market Countries are 
concerned. 


Royalty and fee patterns are governed only by commercial 
considerations; no special patterns for royalties are 
known in either country. 


b) Patents 


Patents in Belgium have good legal protection. Since the 
Belgian system does not provide for prior examination as 
to novelity, applicants may have such examination carried 
out by the International Patent Institute at the Hague. 


The patent itself is a title granting a presumption of 
validity: in other words, to dispute the rights of a 
patent holder it must be proven that the patent has no 
industrial application or does not represent a new in- 
vention. 


aa) Trade Marks 


Trade Mark rights are acquired by the first notorious use 

of the trade mark and are unlimited in duration. Registration 
is granted from the day of application, and is not subject to 
previous examination. Foreign owned trademarks should first 
be registered in the country of origin. Prior registration 
abroad is generally recognised in Belgium.
